{ DO  WE  NEED  REGULATION? 

Where  law,  rule,  and  regulation  are  not  present  to  dictate  what 
people  shall  or  shall  not  do,  it  seems  patent  that  human  beings  tend 
to  go  their  own  ways  and  become  laws  unto  themselves. 

That  laws,  rules,  or  other  measures  of  control  ard  necessary  to 
the  well-being  of  members  of  oud  student  society  is  a fact  to  which 
this  editorial,  and  others  to  follow,  draws  your  attention. 

Specific  charges  have  been  made  against  a number  of  our  stu- 
dents by  townspeople  who  have  rented  apartments  and  rooms  to  Y 
students. 

In  a few  words,  the  practice  of  men  and  women  students  in  en- 
couraging unearthly  nocturnal  dates  has  come  to  such  a pass  that 
some  measure  of  control  will  have  to  be  initiated  by  the  students 
themselves,  in  order  that  a more  reasonable  conduct  shall  be  observ- 
ed by  students  in  their  social  relationships. 

Here  at  the  Y we  have  more  social  privileges  than  are  given  at 
most  private  institutions,  and  for  that  matter,  at  state  schools ; and 
so  few  rules  and  regulations  that  we  may  be  inclined  to  make  licence 
out  of  the  liberty  which  heretofore  has  been  so  evident  in  B.  Y.  U. 
affairs. 

At  universities  and  colleges  where  dormitories  and  student-halls 
are  the  rule,  these  are  accompanied  by  strict  bodies  of  rules  which 
aim  at  the  regulation  of  student  impulses,  and  the  curtailment  of 
“privileges”  which  are  considered  to  be  unnecessary  and  detrimental 
to  morale  and  the  dictates  of  good  sense.

Abridged  Edition  Presented  At 
World’s  Fair;  Depicts 
Caste  System 

34  Student  Actors  Will  Be  In

Watch  Award 

The  Y News  was  informed  just 
before  press  time  that  the  pro- 
duction dates  of  “The  Little  Clay 
Cart”  had  been  shifted  ahead  to 
February  21,  22  and  24. 


“The  Little  Clay  Cart,”  this  year’s 
competitive  play  to  be  staged  next 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  is 
one  of  the  oldest  classics  in  the  world, 
according  to  Professor  T.  Earl  Par- 
doe, director.  “It  is  the  only  popular 
comedy  of  India  we  have,”  he  said. 
“Despite  the  fact  that  it  was  written 
by  King  Shudraka  some  time  between 
the  fourth  and  fifth  centuries  A.  D., 
members  of  the  cast  are  as  alive  and 
true  as  natives  of  India  today.” 

This  Indian  classic  was  presented  in 
an  abridged  edition  at  the  Chicago 
World’s  Fair  last  summer.  It  was 
first  brought  to  America  in  1925  at 
the  Grand  Avenue  theatre  in  New 
York  city. 

This  satirical  production  on  the 
caste  system  of  India  will  have  six 
complete  changes  of  sets,  according 
to  Professor  Pardoe.  No  set,  how- 
ever, will  take  more  than  five  minutes 
to  change.  Unique  color  schemes  are 
being  worked  out  by  the  dramatic 
department.  Entirely  new  sets  of 
scenery  are  being  made  for  the  pro- 
duction. 

All  actors  will  be  competing  for 
student  body  awards,  as  well  as  for 
the  Edmund  Evkns’  gold  watch 
award.  The  additions  of  new  actors 
and  changes  in  the  cast  now  assure  a 
qualified  group  of  actors,  all  of  whom 
have  had  stage  experience  in  the  past. 
All  female  parts  will  be  doubled,  and 
most  of  the  leading  male  characters 
will  also  have  two  actors  to  each  part. ' 
A different  cast  of  main  parts  will 
thereby  alternate  in  the  Thursday  and 
Friday  productions.  A group  of  judges 
will  select  the  actors  givipg  the  best 
performance.

10  ATTEND  SEMINAR 


Dr.  Christen  Jensen,  dean  of  the 
graduate  school  at  B.  Y.  U.,  has  been 
invited  to  attend  a five  week’s  semin- 
ar on  International  Law  at  University 
of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  during  the 
coming  summer. 

Dean  Jensen,  who  has  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  American  Society  of  Inter- 
national law  for  several  years,  will  be 
one  of  fifty  instructors  in  internation- 
al law  chosen  from  the  United  States 
at  large  to  attend  the  seminar,  which 
is  sponsored  by  the  Carnegie  Endow- 
ment for  International  Peace  with  the 
cooperation  of  University  of  Michi- 
gan. 

The  work  offered  will  cover  the 
classics  of  international  law,  the  mod- 
ern sources  of  international  law,  codi- 
fication of  international  law,  treaties, 
territorial  waters,  neutrality,  and  in- 
ternational law  and  the  Constitution. 

Authorities  foremost  in  this  field 
will  be  in  charge  of  the  seminar. 
Among  them  are  Professor  George 
Grafton  Wilson,  Harvard  university, 
who  is  editor-in-chief  of  the  American 
Journal  of  International  Law;  James 
Brown  Scott,  director  of  the  division 
of  international  law  of  the  Carnegie 
Endowment  for  International  Peace; 
George  A.  Finch,  managing-editor  of 
the  American  Journal  of  International 
Law;  Professor  Charles  Cheney 
Hyde,  Columbia  university ; and  Pro- 
fessor Jesse  S.  Reeves,  University  of 
Michigan.

HAYES  ASKS  STUDENTS 

TO  GET  FALL  MARKS 


Young  Member 
Of  Utah  House 
Visits  Campus

Warwick  C.  Lamoreaux,  youngest 
member  of  the  Utah  state  legislature, 
is  at  27  distinctly  a young  man  with 
a young  man’s  ideas  and  vigor.  So 
he  impressed  the  interviewer  when  he 
visited  the  Y News  office  a few  days 
ago. 

Lamoreaux  is  credited  in  some  quar- 
ters with  having  “made”  the  recent 
nomination  of  Senator  Elbert  D. 
Thomas.  That  was  his  debut  into 
statecraft.  He  went  to  the  Democrat- 
ic convention  in  Ogden  two  years  ago 
as  a spectator  and  came  out  with  a 
reputation  for  impromptu  oratory  and 
an  urge  to  serve  his  state.  He  was 
elected  to  the  state  legislature,  and  has 
already  been  appointed  on  four  major 
committees.  Today  he  is  most  active 
as  secretary  of  the  Consumers’  Wel- 
fare league  which  is  vigorous  against 
alleged  unethical  practices  among 
public  utilities. 

I have  a zeal  to  motivate  young 
people  to  take  my  case  as  a prece- 
dent,” he  said  impersonally.  There 
was  no  conceit  there.  There  was  only 
a desire  to  convince  youth  that  youth 
can  serve  its  country  as  well  as,  and 
perhaps  better  than  age  can. 

By  the  time  the  acquaintance  was 
a half  hour  old,  Lamoreaux  had  es- 
tablished himself  as  a young  man  so 
informal,  so  unassuming  that  it  was 
difficult  to  picture  him  sitting  in  the 
state  capitol  talking' affairs  of  state 
with  grey-haired  politicians. 

He  was  entirely  likeable.  He  sat  on 
the  editor’s  desk,  folded  his  legs,  and 
was  one  of  us. 

Mr.  Lamoreaux  was  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Utah  and  intended 
to  go  east  to_  continue  study,  but  the 
Ogden  incident  broke  quite  accident 
ally  into  his  life  and  now  he  says  “I 
have  found  my  field.” 

The'  young  legislator  is  intensely 
serious  about  purpose  in  life,  and  the 
smile  which  migrates  often  from 
twinkling  eyes  to  his  ready  lips  shows 
that  he  is  also  enjoying  life.  He  is 
essentially  a crusader.  He  has 
ganized  a group  of  civic-conscious 
youths,  in  Salt  Lake,  calling  it  the 
American  Juntor,”  and  he  hopes  to 
see  one  organized  in  Provo  “I  have 
tabulation  in  my  office,”  he  explained, 
“which  shows  that  a great  percentage 
of  the  influential  men  in  all  history 
started  to  exert  an  influence  before 
they  reached  the  age  of  thirty.”
